Evander Holyfield has no business 
in the world of heavyweight boxing 
He's an outcast; the ugly stepchild if 
you will 

Holyfield proved he didn’t belong 
in the same mng with Riddick Bowe 
Saturday night when he out-boxed, 
outsmarted and eventually out-pointed 
the champion to take back the belt he 
lost to Bowe nearly one year ago 

Confused? 

Let me rephrase: The world of 
heavy weight boxing doesn't deserve a 
true champion like Holyfield 

Bowe was the perfect champion 
a big, fat clown in the three-ring circus 
of boxing. He did the talk shows, the 
commercials, the buffet bars 

What did Holyfield do? He trained 

Bowe's upset win last year, a 12 
round decision that cost Holyfield his 
uule, wasexactly what the sport needed 
No longer would promoters have to 
worry about chansma, or lack thereof 
Now there was a champion so flashy, 
so conceited and so ... absurd, Don 
King often looked dull 

Now the sport is again faced with a 
dilemma once thought to be retired. How 
is boxing supposed to sell itself when a 
man truning forthe sport's marqueeevent 
of the year can't even take a day off here 
or there to make a fool of himself for the 
good of the sport? 

What's a promoter to do? Boxing 
no longer has achampton with the tools 
to project the image and reputation the 
sport has strived for throughout the 
past 10 years 

Now all the public gets to see is a 
remarkable athlete, a man with more 
heart, class and integrity than any fighter 
of his generauon 

And the future doesn't look really 
bright either. Holyfield has vowed to 
unify the heavyweightdivision by fight 
ing the only other man with a belt 
Lennox Lewis. With Lewis, boxing 
again is cursed by aman who insists on 
making boxing his number one pnor 
ity, Not talking, not posing 

There was hope when the chances 
of a Bowe-Lewis fight seemed pos 
sible. The last ume the two had met in 
anng was tn Seoul in 1988 when Lewis 
won the gold medal 

There was bad blood, which for 
boxing promoters translates to chaouc 
press conferences and catchy fightutles 
if the two met again as professionals. 

But Bowe didn’t like silver, and he 
didn’t like the prospect of getung 
whipped by Lewis again. The Olym 
pics follow that annoying lide thing 
we call logic that forced the Bowe 
Lewis bout. But as a champion in the 
pro ranks, Bowe’s opponents are cho-

Bowe used that discreuon to duck 
Lewis

Anne Whitehurst, 40, wants 
to paint San Joaquin’s rural and 
farm scenes before developers 
pave every acre and seed every 
corner with 7-11s and blue 
dumpsters. By January she hopes 
to complete 20 rural paintings 
for an exhibit at the Merced 
County Regional Art Center 

“When people think of Cali- 
fornia, they don’t think of farm- 
ing,” Whitehurst said. “But farm- 
ing is a major part of life in Cali 
fornia. | want to paint those farms 
and rural areas before they fade 
away.” 

Her voice is an incandescent 
flash, lighting every word in ev- 
ery sentence about painting— 
especially if she’s talking about 
painting landscapes that have 
perished or will perish in the 
near future 

Her desire to capture the 
unique essence of California lo- 
cations led to the creation of a 
Sacramento mural, which was 
installed Sept. 18 at the corner of 
8th and K Streets. 

The mural, called the “Cel- 
ebration of Sacramento,” covers 
the windows of what was once 
Leroy’s Jewelers. The hands on 
the clock above the mural are 
frozen at 4:10 p.m. The images 
depicted on the mural, however, 
are more fluid. They represent a 
time span of more than 100 years 
ofSacramento history. Along the 
94-foot mural, miners pan for 
gold, steamboatschurnand can- 
nery workers sort tomatoes. The 
images of working Sacramentans 
are laced together with cool 
purple and blue pastels and the 
deep darkness of theSacramento 
River, 

“People can use cameras to 
document places, but a camera 
only shows you the light that 
bounces off the object. It doesn’t 
show what the place smells like 
or what it feels like to be there,” 
Whitehurst said. 

The peopleat TheSacramento 
Downtown District liked her 
idea of distilling the history of 
Sacramento—from the raising of 


the first Native American dwell- 
ing to the latest addition of the 
modern skyline. After consider- 
ing proposals from 30 artists, the 
non-profit agency paid $11,000 
to see Whitehurst’s mural come 
to life. 

Themoney came from the Sac- 
ramento Housing and Redevel 
opment Agency, which has also 
financed 10 other murals in an 
effort to umprove theappearance 
of downtown Sacramento. 

“We decided to go with 
Anne’s proposal because we ap- 
preciated her unique and his 
toncal approach to the project,” 
Michael Ault, assistant to the 
director at The Sacramento 
Downtown District said. 

“She has always been unique 
and has known whatshe wanted 
todo,” Anne’sbrother, Anthony 
Whitehurst, said. “Whenshe was 
six years-old and having trouble 
with basic math or history, she 
would say, ‘It doesn’t matter be- 
cause [am going to bean artist.” 

Years later, she painted one of 
her first murals in the town that 
housed her elementary school, 
Los Banos, Calif. The owners of 
the La Famiglia, an Italian res- 
taurant, hired her to paint a 20- 
by-15-foot mural. 

“| ended up painting 50 faces 
ofthe people who regularly came 
out to eat at the restaurant,” she 
said. 

As a young woman, she also 
learned about the mental stress 
endured by free-lance artists. 

“It makes memanic. You work 
so hard to get a job. You then 
expend all of your creative en- 
ergy completing the work. And 
you're satisfied, elated-—and 
then unemployed,” Whitehurst 
said 

However, the La Famiglia 
mural and other early successes 
crystallized her decision to de- 
vote herself to squeezing a living 
out of paint tubes 

“When | was 21, hada PG & 
E bill for $365, no money and no 
prospects. But before the month 
was over, I sold a painting for 
$370,” she said. “i knew then 
that if] just kept painting | could 
make it a vocation.”

The restaurant mural also led 
to opportunities in Cabo San 
Lucas, Mexico, where murals are 
more common than they are in 
the United States 

“When | first came to Cabo 
San Lucas, it wasn’t a tourist 
area. When | went out to a res- 
taurantand ordered a marganita, 
they had to unplug the radio to 
plug in the blender. It was very 
comfortable there,” Whitehurst 
said 

In Mexico, she painted mu- 
rals in hotels, restaurants and in 
homes. Between jobs she went 
scuba diving. 

“At 200 feet down, I realized 
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how much sea weed resembled 
the cactus I had seen throughout 
Baja,” Whitehurst said. “A fter- 
wards, I began todo paintings of 
fish swimming between desert 
cactus.” 

After five years in Mexico, 
she came back to Los Banos. 

“T came back for the simplic 
ity and the lack of pretense,” she 
said 

Her appreciation for the un 
assuming also played a part in 
her decision to teach art in the 
Central California Women’s Fa 
cility in Chowchilla from 1991 to 
1992.

River Phoenix collapsed outside a 
bar in Los Angeles, went into cardiac 
arrest and died 

What a waste, 

It's absolutely patheuc to witness 
people with so much potenual destroy 
thernselves, It 1s hard to find sympathy 
for someone who throws it all away, 
even harder to understand why we

People like James Dean, Marilyn 
Monroe or Len Bias

A young German woman kneeling 
and crying next toJim Momson’s tomb- 
stone in Pére La Chaise Cemetery in 
Pans had slash marks on her wrists. It 
is onic that aman who basically killed 
himself in the midst of genius would 
deserve the tnbutes of a woman headed 
down the same path. 

The former lead singer of the Doors 
who died in a Paris bathtub is now 
entombed among a hillside of extrava- 
gant shrines, some of which look eerily 
like space capsules from the planet 
Mars, It is a cemetery for the nich and 
famous. Even after their deaths, these 
are people who want to be noticed. 

Yet Morrison's headstone is simple 
Just his name and the years he lived 
engraved on plaster. On the marker and

story that was overlooked by your staff 
last week, and to thank some very impor- 
lant and canng pec pe. On Oct. 11, the 
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surrounding tombstones are thousands 
of messages graffitied by people who 
have come to Morrison's grave some 
20 years after his death like some sort 
of pilgrimage to a fallen hero's grave 

The woman made this journey to 
wnile a poem to Mornson while alter- 
nately taking drags from acigaretie and 
Staring at his headstone. After she had 
completed it, she took the cigaretie and 
burned the edges of the paper. She then 
placed it in front of the tombstone and 
whispered something to her fnends 
there with her. 

It was a surreal image. 

A young German woman, probably 
not even born when Morrison died, 
wring poetry to an American rock 
singer who ingested enough drugs to 
kill a horse. A group of policemen 
standing near the gravesite to discour 
age people from writing on Morrison’s 
tombstone, as well as those surround- 
ing it. The same police spraying mace 
into the face of a young man who 
would not comply, his screams of pain 
as the chemical hit his eyes echoing 
through the otherwise sileni cemetery 

And always, a constant stream of 
people making their way to the cemetery 's 
most famous resident to pay tribute to a 
man who wasted his life away 

Like Morrison, River Phoenix died 
before his ume. On the brink of amovie

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New answer to the war on drugs 


We need a miracle drug so badly we 
can taste it. Of any point in history 
when the United States struggled 
through war and disease, our time 
screams in agony for relief. The mys- 
lery disease is dishonesty, and the cure 
SiS gagged nght under our noses. 

In the Friday issue of the State Hor- 
net, Stephen Henderson gave us the 
typically overstated chant about the 
war on drugs. He took the side of the 
beleaguered conservative and ended 
ona limp note. Mr, Henderson believes 
that the United States should legalize 
all drugs and let us all pick our poison 
and wait for the result on the evening 
news. 

While this would save us billions in 
reduced law enforcement, correcuons 
and education, it would create new 
problems that, for people expecting a 
panacea, would be too much to take. A 
compromise based on the things that 
we hok! most dear is in order. 

What people want is recreation. We 
see bungee jumping and weekend soft- 
ball and walks through the park as great 
fun, Gambling at South Lake Tahoe, 
shopping on Pier 39 and watching 
movies are a super ume. Drinking beer 
and smoking cigareties and dreaming 
of tips to Amsterdam is such a joy that 
some indulge constantly 

If recreation is the goal, why is 
everyone so unhappy when we talk 
about drugs? 

Most Americans view illegal drugs 
as bad. Yet most of what we buy at the 
drugstore are some of the most danger 
Ous things we can pul in Our mouths. 
Why we feel this way 1s a mystery 
hased on what we have chosen to be 
leve. We can thank our own govern 


ment for the atrocious mess we are in. 
You can blame yourself for your own 
perceived trouble. 

While the political effects of legal 
and illegal drugs are felt every day by 
everybody, focusing on politics is the 
mistake that kills and maims and im- 
prisons thousands every year 

Mr. Henderson, while claiming not 
tocompare alcohol and nicoune , lumps 
these drugs with heroin and cocaine. 
As well he should. All are chemical 
compounds and are by definiuon simi- 
lar. This similarity should not erase the 
two sides, The good drug/bad drug idea 
should remain. It should, however, be 
modified to where the least amount of 
people are hurt with the least amount of 
government snooping into our lives, 
the least amount of tax collecting and 
the most amount of recreation. 

This is the crux of the biscuit, but 
most Americans don’t see it. They in- 
sist on believing their government and 
the untrue word of mouth that is spread 
through the media and in conversation 
with those whom you know and love. 

The idea is more pleasure, less pain. 
This may not sit well with you. But 
since Our acuons are ruled by this sunple 
principle, we need to question our need 
to ignore it when i Comes to Our gov 
emment telling us what is right and 
what is wrong 

Tobacco and alcohol destroy many 
Some of the drugs that are currently 
illegal have a list of victums that you 
can count on one hand 

d-lysergic acid diethylamide has 
been touted as a killer. It has in fact 
killed one person by overdose in its 40 
year history. Aspirin kills about 400 
people a year, You do the math 


That big chemical at the beginning 
of the last paragraph is the full name of 
a drug with a bad rap. It is most often 
abbreviated LSD. 

Yes, that’s right. One person has 
died of LSD 

Legalizing the safe stuff and 
cnminalizing the dangerous stuff would 
seem to be the smart road. Most would 
agree that we are in the ditch. 

It is Clear to psychiatric researchers 
that three widely used illegal drugs, 
LSD, mescaline and the active ingredent 
in Manyuana, are as harmless as chemi- 
cal compounds get. As anyone who has 
taken LSD can tell you, why drink beer 
when you can ingest LSD”? 

The answer is that we will do what 
is legal. Sure, there are the few who will 
lake the risk of being imprisoned for 
using the really safe drugs. But we 
drink, and we crash drunkenly into 
telephone poles, and we beat our wives 
and children and we die of cirrhosis 
because we can. 

LSD is a pleasurable drug. Of this 
there is no question. There are no 
side effects. There is no pain. And 
best of all, there is no hangover 
There is no desire to harm anyone. 
All of the dangerous things that seem 
SO great when you are drunk aren't 
even opuons when you have taken 
LSD, 

If there must be a compromise 
this must be it we must throw away 
the current morals that kill our loved 
ones and cost us billions. There are 
sale drugs and there are dangerous 
drugs. We must recognize that alco 
hol hurts us and LSD helps us. We 
care about our happiness, and our 
money 
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The recent state Supreme Court decision in 
Smith vs. Regents prohibiting the use of 
student fee monies for “lobbying with local, 
state or federal-officials or entities” may spell 
the end of California State Student Associa- 
tion and with it, student political clout at the 
Capitol. 

The ruling technically only affects Univer- 
sity of California students now, until CSU 
administrators either decide to comply with it 
voluntarily and proactively or a student files a 
similar lawsuit against CSSA. Either way, 
compliance seems inevitable. 

So the question of whether to comply is 
moot. The question of how to comply is more 






tives have been 
past teh ruling and allow UCSA to continue 
to do its work. 

One answer would be to collect fees for 
the lobbying group voluntarily. As often as 
students voluntarily cough up money for 
university services, this plan seems dead in 
the water. 

Another answer would be to restructure 
UCSA along the lines of the council of 
Associated Students Inc. presidents from the 
CSU campuses who decided to pull teir fee 
support from CSSA last year. Judging from 
the lack of legislative activity and advocacy 
this arrangement has provided, this plan is 
not great, either. 

The third option is to keep UCSA intact 
but not permit it to perform any legislative 
lobbying functions ——- essentially, hamstring 
it from carrying out its primary task. 

That the only two groups out there acting 
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on our behalf in these matters are set to 
suffer a major setback if not outright 
extinction is not a good sign for the future 
of California’s students, and the sate 
Supreme Court has perhaps reaped more 
than it has sown, 

Students should be able to allow their 

iudent body representatives to lobby, 
either directly or indirectly by way of 
funding, on any issues they deem appropri- 
ate. 

If a majority of any student: at any 
university in a formal vote say 50 cents of 
their annual fee money should support 
lobbying efforts on behalf of students and 
student issues like fianancial aid and wustee 

‘@eform, then where is the restriction, or 
of freedom of political speech? 

Even though Sacramento State has 
pulled its financial support of CSSA due to 
other issues, ASI intended to provide more 
representation, not less. This decision was 
also unpopular with many students who 
know we need representation to get as fair a 
deal as possible in an unfair, unrepresenta- 
tive system. 

The greater restriction of speech is when 
students go wholly unrepresented in a state 
legislative system driven by special inter- 
ests, high-powered lobbyists and big 
money. Without an organized front, we are 
weak, unorganized and unfocused, and not 
surprisingly, our votes and voices are not 
seriously considered during budget times. 

It’s time for California university student 
leaders to act now , not wait for the inevi- 
table to happen, and provide leadership to 
get their students represented at the state 
level. It’s time to act, not react.
